-negina  Mundlak  vas  born  1337  or  on*  year  later  in  the  village  Xuleazki 
near  Varsav.  In  her  teen  age  she  tried  in  vain  to  settle  in  Berlin,  though 
Max  Liebermann  paid  attention  to  the  first  proofs  of  her  talent,  and  fphraim 
Moses  Lilien  published  in  "Oat  und  Vest"  an  article  about  her  which  vas 
followed  by  0thei^e^^«-.^e  had  to  return  to  Varstn  ,  to  conditions 
of  misery,  fcxhibits^epresentative  of  pro^s.v,  Berlin,  Oassirar  «*d  Casper, 
y»re  130 th  encouraging  and  disappointing.
